das for making ill bargains. Corrupt AMi- 
niſters and Magiſtrates, with the Thief 
on the left hand. The Embroylers of 
Aﬀairs, and the Water-bearers take up | 
with the Vintners; and the Brokers with ] 
the Jews. Upon the whole matter, the { 
policy of Hell is admirable, where eve- 
ry man has his place according to his

Omer makes Jupiter the Author, 
or Infptrer of Dreams; eſpe- 
cially the Dreams of Princes 

and Governours; and it the watter of 
them be pious and important. And 
It 1s likewiſe the Judgment of the 
Learned Propertius, that Good Dreams 
come from above, have their weight, and 
oxight not to be ſlighted, And truly I am 
much of his mind, in the Cale of a 
Dreain I had the other Night, As1I 
was reading a Diſcourſe touching the 
End of the World, | fell afleep over the 
Book, and Dreamt” of The "Laſt Judg- 
ment. (A thing which in the Houle of a 
Poet is ſcarce' admitted ſo much as in a 
_ Dream.) This Phanſhe minded me of 
a Paſlagein Clandian ; That all Creatures 

dream 
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dream at Night of what they have heard 
and ſeen in the Day © as the Hound dreams 
of Hunting the Hare, 

Methought I ſaw a very handſome 
Youth towring in the Air. and ſound- 
ing of a Trumpet; but the forcing of 
his Breath did indeed take off much of 
his Beauty. The very Marbles, I per- 
ceived, and the Dead obey'd his Call ; 
for 1n the ſame moment, the Earth be- 
gan to open, and ſet the Bones at Liber- 
ty, to ſeek their Fellows. The Firſt 
that appeard, were Sword-men: As 
Generals of Armies, Captains, Liente- 
wants, Common-Souldiers 5 who fuppo=- 
ſing that it had ſounded a Charge, 
came out of their Graves, with the 
ſame Briſkneſs and Reſolution, as if 
they had becn going to an Aſlault or a 
Combat.

But his Com- 
panions gave him a Rebuke for Diſcre- 
ditivg his Trade. The next that ap- 
peared were a Bard of High way-men, 
tollowing upon the Heels one of ano- 
ther, in great Diſtruſt and Jealouſie of 
Thieves among themſelves. Theſe were 
fetchrt up by a Party of Devils 1n the 
turning of a Hand and lodg'd with the 
Taylers; for (ſaid one of the Compa:r 
ny) your High way-man is but a Wild 
Zazler. They were a little Quarrellome 
at 
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at firſt, but in the Concluſion, they 
went down into the Vally, and Ken- 
nell'd quietly together.

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And on the other fide, were the Devils 
hunting for more matters of Apgrava- 
tion and Charge againſt Offenders, 
Fhe Ter Commadments had the Guard 
of a Narrow Gate, which was fo ſtrait, 
that the moſt mortify'd body could not 
paſs it, without leaviug a good part of 
his ſkin behind him. 

On one Hand, there were in Multi- 
tudes; Diſgraces, Misfortunes, Plagues, 
Griefs, and Troubles ; All in a Clamour 
againſt the Phyſttians.

£ ali Other) S: ne , that had 1kiil in 
Perſpe@ive, were before the Glats with 
their Bexes of Patch and Paint about 


them 3 Shadowirg , Drawing out , Re- 
freſhing, aud in ilnorr. Covering and Pal- 


liating, all the 1wperfeFions of Feature 
and Complexion, every one after her 
own Humour. Now tjicte woinen were 


abſolutely 
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abſolutely inſufferable, for they were 
moſt of them Old and Head-ſtrong, ha- 
ving got the better of their H#usbands, 
fo that they would be taking upon them 
to domineer here, as they had done at 
home ; and indeed, they found the Maſter 
| of the College enough to do. 

When I had tyr'd my ſelf with this 
Variety of Folly and Madneſs, I went 
to the Devotes ; where 1 found a great 
many women and girles that had Cloy- 
ſtered up themſelves from the Conver- 
fation of the World; and yet were not 
a jot ſoberer than their Fellows, Theſe 
one would have thought might have 
been eafily curd, but many of them 
were in for their Lives, in deſpight of 
Either Connſel or Phyſcck, The Room

man, Others, by Intervals, I perceiv'd 
had their wits about them, and con- 


tented 
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tented* themſelves difcreetly with the 
Phyſician ' of the Houſe. In ſhort, It e'en 
pity d 'my heart -to ſee fo many poor 
people in ſo fad/ a Condition, and with- 
out any hope of Relict, as I gather'd 
from him that had them in care : for 
they were (till Puddering and Royling 
their Bodiesz and if they got a little 
Eaſe .for. the preſent, they'd be down 
again, as ſoon as they had taken their 
Medicine. 

From'thence; T went to the ſongle 
women ((uch as made Profeſhion never 
to marry) which were the leaſt Outra- 
glous, and diſcompos'd of all ; for they 
had a thouſand wayes to Lay the Devi! 
as well as to Raiſe him. Sume of them 
liv'd like. common High-way men, by 
Robbing Peter to Pay Paul; and \trip- 
ping honeſt men to cloth Raſcals, which 
1s (under favour) but a lewd kind of 
Charity. Others there were, that werc 
abſolutely out of their ſeven ſenſes, and 
as Mad:as March-Hares for This Wit, 
and #other Poet ;' that never fail'd: to 
pay them again in” Rimes, and Madri- 
gals, with Kuby Lips; Pearly Teeth : 10 
that to read their Verſes, a man would 
[wear 
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ſwear thewhole woman to be directly 
Petrify'd. 


Of Saphir fair, or Chryſtal cleer, 
Is the Forehead of my Dear, &c, 


I ſaw One in C-nfultation with a 
Cunning wan to know her Fortune; 
Another, dealing with a Corjxrer for 
a Philtre , or Drink, to make her Be- 
Jov'd. A Third was dawbing and patch- 
ing up an Old ruin'd Face, to make it 
freſh and young again - but ſhe might 
as well have been waſhing of a Black- 
moor to make him White, In fine, a world 
there were, that with their borrow'd 
Hair, Teeth, Eyes, Eye-Brows , loak't 
like fine folks at a Diltance, but would 
have been left as Ridiculous, as Z/ep's 
Crow , if every Bird had tetch't away 
his own Feather. *Deliver me (thought 
I, ſmiling and ſhaking my head) if Thzs 
be Womans.

z0ns, Stoccados: not conſid:ring that 
a Naked IWeapon is preſert Death to a 
Timerows Woman, Some were taking 
the Round of their Ladies Lodeines, ar 
Midnight , ard went to bed again as 
wiſe as they roſe. Others fel/ in Love 
by Contagion, and meerly cor.verfing 
with the Intected. Some again went 
Polt from Church to Chappel, every Ho- 
ly-day, to hunt for a Mittreſs ; and ſo 
rurn'd a Day of Ae? into a Day of La- 


bour, Ye might ſee others $kipping con- 


tinually from houſe to houſe, like the 
Knight upon a Cheſsbord, without ever 
catching the ( @xeer or ) Dame. Some, 
like crafty Beggars made their Caſe worſe 
than twas: And Others though 'twere 
were ſo bad, durſt not ſo much as open 
their Mouths, Really it gricv'd me for

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the poor Mutes, and I wiſh't with all 
my Heart, their Miſtreſſes had been 
Witches , that they might have known 
their Meaning by their Mumping ; but 
they were loſt to all Counſe), fo that 


there was no adviſing them. There was | 
another ſort of Elevated, and Conceited 


Lovers: And Theſe forſooth were not 
to be fatisfy'd without the Sevez Liberal 
Sczences, and the Four Cardinal Vertues, 
in the ſhape of a Womar ; and their Caſe 
was deſperate.

Otiiers 
choſe rather to put it tothe Puſh, and 
attempt the Lady Her ſelf, Some were 
Examining their Pockets, and taking a 
View of their Furniturez which con- 
filted much in Love-Letters, celicatcly 
ſeal'd up with perfur dWax, upon Raw 
ſilk; and a Thouſand pretty De 'VICES 
within; All wrapt up in Aiddle, and 
Cipber. Abundance of Hair Bracelets, 
Lockets, Pomanders, Knots of Ribband, 
and the like. There were others, that 
were call'd the Hwsbana's Friends , who 
were ready upon all Occalions to do

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Aſſes Knab and Curry one another, and 
play the Fools by turns, 

The old Man had his words yet be- 
tween his Tceth, when there pait juſt 
by us 4 Lady of pleaſwre, of fo Excellent 
a ſhape and Garb, taat it was Impoſlt- 
ble to ſee her without a Paſtion for her, 
- andno leſs impoſſible to look upon any 
thing elſe, fo long as ſhe was to be ſeen. 
They that had ſeen her once, were to 
ſee her no more, for lhe turn'd her tace 
ſtill to New-Comers, Her Motion was 
graceful, and free.

This 
minded me of the Old faying, Tell me 
thy Company, and T' tell thee thy Man- 
ters : and to fave the Credit of my 
Education, I put my ſelf into the Noble 
Mode, and Jogg'd on. And there was I 
at the firſt Daſh up to the Ears, in: Balls, 
Playes, Maſcarades, Collations , Dallian- 
tes, Amonrs, and as full of Joy. as my 
Heart could hold.

After this, I obſerv'd a great many 
People afar off in a By-path : with as 
much Contrition, and Devotzor, in their 
Looks, and Geſtures as everl ſaw in Mens 
They walk'd ſhaking their Heads , and 
lifting up their hands to Heaven z and 
they had moſt of them large Ears, 
and to my thinking Geneva-Bibles; 


-Thefe thought I, are a People of fin- 


enlar Integrity, and ſtritnels of Life;

Ny that

ſay; and undoubtedly , ſome Women's 
Kiſſes are worſe then Judaſi'es. For 
_ though his Kiſs was Treacherons inthe

I had left in the World, As my Aela- 
tions, Friends, Ladies, Miſtreſſes , and 
in fine, all my Old Acquaintance : When 
with a Heavy Sigh, looking behind 
me, I ſaw the greater part of them Po- 
ſting after me. It gave me, me thought, 


\ ſome Comfort , that I ſhould have ſo

good Company; vainly imagining that 


even Hell it felf might be Capable of 


ſome Relief. 

Going further on; I was gotten jn 
to a Crowd of Taylers, that ſtood up 
incaking ina Corner, for fear of the 
Devils. Atthe firſt Doe , there were 
Seven Devils, taking the Names of thoſe 
that came in: and they a{k't me mine, 
and my Quality D and fo they Ict _P 
paſs.

Say the word, my Maſters, 
ſhall s let them int or no? the poor Prick- 
Lice were damn'dly ſtartled at that, for 
fear they ſhould notget in : but in the 
End, they had the Favour to be admit- 
ted,” Certainly, faid I, theſe folks are 
but 1n- an 111 Condition , when 'tis a 
Menace 


— 
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Menace for the Devils themſelves to 
refuſe to receive them: Thereupon, 
a Huge, over-growr, Club-footed, Crump- 

oulder'd Devil, threw them all into 


a Deep Hole. Seeing ſuch a Monſter 


of a Devil, I aſk't him, how He came 
to be fo deform'd. And He told me, 
He had ſpoyl'd his Back with Carrying 
of Taylors : for ſaid he, I have beca 
formerly made uſe of as a Sumpter to 
fetch them ; but now of late they fave 
me that Labour, and come fo faſt of 
themſelves , that 'tis one Devils work 
to diſpoſe of them.

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WhatFart thou heref Tes,Tes ,Sir(lays he) 
"tis e en tooTrue.lnever dream' tit would 
have come to This. He thought I miſt 
needs pity him, when TI knew him : but 
truly 1 reflected rather upon the Juſtice 
of his Puniſhment. Forin a word, his 
Shop was the very Mint of Hereſ 
Schiſme, and Sedition. I put on abc 
of Compajſuun however , to give mg 
hretle Eafe, which He took hold of. _ 
vented his Complaint. well Sir (ſay 
He)-F would my Father had made me 4 
Hangman, when He made me a Stationer; 
for we are calld to Accompr for 
Other Men's works, as well as for our 
Own. And one thing that's caſt 1n our 
Diſh, 1s the ſelling of Tranſlations, (9 
Dog-cheap, that every Soft knows now 
as much, as would formerly have made 
a Paſſable Doftor, and every Naſty Groom, 
and Reguy Lacquay is grown as familiar 
with Homer. Virgil, Ovid, as it cwere 
Robin the Devil; The ſeven Champions ; 
or a piece of George Withers, He would 
have talk'r on, ifa Devil had not ſtop't 
his Month with a While from a rowle 
of his own Papers, and Choak'c him 
with the ſmoak on'c. The Peſtiteat 
BENIN 4 4 Fume 
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Fome would have diſpatch't me too 
if I had not got preſently out of the 
Reach on't. But I went my way, fay- 
ing, this to my (elf5 If the Book: ſeller be 
thus Criminal, what will become of the 
Author ? 

| was diverted from this Meditas- 
tion, by the ruftul Grones, of a preat 
many Souls that were wnder the Laſh, 
and the Devil Tyrannizing overthem 
with #hrps , and Scourges. I aſk't what 
they were, and 1t was 1s me, that 
there was a Plst among the Hackmey- 
Coach-men to exhibit an Information 
againſt the Devils, for taking the Whip 
out of their Hands, and ſetting up a Trade 
they had never ſcrv'd to,(which is direCt- 
ly Contrary to @uinto Elizabethe.) 
Well, ſaid I : But why are they tor- 
mented here 2 With T hat, an old Sowr- 
look't Coach-42an took the Anſwer out 
of the Devil's Mouth, and told meg 
that it was becauſe they came to Hell 
4 Horſeback,, which they pretended, was 
a Privilege that did not belong to 
Rogues of their Quality.

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Sirrah, How many Bawdy Voyages hang 
you made to Hackney £ How many Nights 
have you ſtood pimping at Marybone ?

Brought together? And how many Lyes 
have you told, to keep all Private, ſince you 
firſt fet up this Scandalows Trade? 
There was a Coach-man by, that had 
ſery'd a Judge, and thought 'twas no 
more for his old aſter to fetch a Rat- 
cal out of Hel, than out of Neweate ; 
which made this Fellow ſtand upon his 
Points, and aſk the Devil, how he durſt 
give that Language to ſo Honourable 
a Profefiion: for (ſays he) who wears 
better Clothes thaw your Coachmen? Are not 
we in our Velvets, Embroyderies, and 
Laces & and as Glorious as ſo many Phae- 
tons £ Have not our Maſters reaſon to be 
good tows, when their Necks are at ſtake, 
and their Lives at our Mercy?

nothing elſe to ſay, you tell me that 


[you can afford your Servants? your 
daily Drudges? I'm ſure we brizg you 
good Commodity, well pack't 5 well Con- 
dition'd ; well perſunr'd; Right, Neat , 
and Clean : Not like your City-ware 
that comes dirty to you, up to the 
tHocks; and yet every Dagele-Tayl'd 
Wench, and Skhip-Kennel, ſhall be better 
Lus'd than We. Ah! Thelngratitude of 
this Place / If we had done as much for 
lome-body elſe, as we have done for 
you, we ſhould not have been now to 
ſeek for our Wages. When you have 


I 
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I am puniſh't for carrying the Szck,, the 
Gowty, the Lame, to Church, to Maſs; 
or ſome ſiragling Virgins, back again 
to their Cloiſter; Which 1s a Damn 
Lye; for I am able to prove, that all 
my Trading lay at the Play-houſes, Baw- 
dy-bouſes, Taverns, Balls, Collations : Or 
elſe at the Tour 4 la Mode, where there 
was ſtill appointed ſome after-Meeting 3 
to treat of certain affairs, that highly 
Import the Intereſt and Weifare of 
your Dominions. I have indeed carry 'd 
my Miſtreſs ſometimes to the Church- 
Door, but it ſhgnify'd no more than if 
I had carry'd her to a Conventicle ;, for 
all ber Buſtneſs there, was to meet her 
Gallant, and to agree when they ſhould 
meet next ; arcording to the way of De- 
votion now in Mode.

again , that they had pradis'd upon 
0 - Earth, 
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Earth. Among the Buffons, Ifaw divers 
that paſs'd here in the World for Mer of 
Honeſiy , and Honour : which were in, 
as the Deviltold me, for Flattery, and 
were a ſort of Buffon, that goes —_ 
the Bark and the Tree. But, why a 
they condemn'd? faid I. The other Buf 
fons are condemn'd (quoth the Devil) 
for want of Favonr ; and Theſe, for having 
too mach , and abyſeng it. You mult 
know, they come upon us, ſtill at Un- 
awares; and yet they find all things in 
Readineſs ; the Cloth laid. and the Bed 
made, asifthey were at home. Toſay 
the Truth, we have ſome ſort of Kind- 
neſs for them ; for they ſave usa great 
deal of Trouble, in Tormenting one 
another. 

Do you ſee ham there ? That was 2 
wicked, anda Partial Judg; and all he 
| has to fay for himſelf, 1s, that he re- 
members the Time when he conld have 
broke the Neck, of two Honeſt Canſes, and 
He put ihem only out of Joynzt. That 
good-fellow there, was a careleſs Huj- 
band, and him we lodge too with the 
- Ap He fold his Wives Portzon, 

Wife and all, to pleaſe his Compavions: , 
an 
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and turn'd both into an Arnmity, ” That 
Lady there (though a great One) is fain 
to take up too with the Buffors, for 
they are both of a Humour: What 
They do with their Talk, ſhe does with 
her Body, and ſcaſons it to all appetites, 
In a word, you ſhall find Buffoxs in all 
Conditions; and in eficct, there are 
nigh as many, as there are men and wo- 
men - for the whole world is given to 
Jeering , Slandering, EFackbiting , and 
there are more Natzral Buffons, than Ars 
tificial. 

At my going out of the Vault, I ſaw 
a matter ot a Thouſand Devils, follow- 
og a Drove of Paiiry-men, and Break- 
Ing their Heads as they palſs'd along , 
with Tron Peels, Alack! cry'd one of 


\. them, that was yet ina whole Skin, it 


1s hard the Sin of the Fleſh ſhould be 
laid to our charge, that never had to 
do with Women, Impudent, Naſtie Raf- 
cals (quoth a Devil ) who has deſerv d 
Hell, if they have not? How many 
thouſand men have theſe flovens poy- 
ſon'd, with the Greaſe of their Heads , 
and Tailes, inſtead of Autton-Sewet £ 
with Snot-Pies for Marrow ; and Fhies 
QO 2 for 
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for Currants? How many Stomachs 
have they turn*d into Layſtals with the 
Dogs-fleſh, Horſe-fleſh and other Carrion 
that they have put into them ? And do 
theſe Rogues complain (in the Devil's 
Name) of their ſufferings ? Leave your 
Bawling, ye Whelps, (ſays he, and 
know, that the Pain you endure, 1s no- 
thing to that of your Tormenters, And 
for your Part ( ſays he, towe, with a 
ſowr Look ) becauſe you are a ſtran- 
ger, you may go about your Buſineſs; 
but we have a Crow to pluckwith theſe fel- 
lows, before we part. 

I went next, down a pair of ſtairs

* Other Trades , that ſerve only to Flatter

and Fol. But if people would be wile, 
' theſe Youths ſhould have little Enough 
todo. For what's their Eloth of Gold, 
* gud Silver, their Silks, their Diamond, 
Mm O 3 and 
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and Pearl, (which they fell at their own 
Price) but matter of meer Wartonneſs 
and Swperfluitie © Thele are they that 
inveigle ye into all forts of Extravagant 
Expences, and io ruine ye Inſenhbly, un- 
d-r colour of Kindneſs, and Credit. For 
they ſet every thing at double the Rate; 
and if you keep not touch at your 
Day , your Perſons are impriſon'd 
your Goods Seizd; and your Eſtates 
Extended, And they that help't to make 
you Princes before, are now theforward- 
eſt to put you into the Condition of Beg- 
gars.

that the I wdlord, or h1s Sweet Lady 
take a)iking to it, they muſt either ſub- 
mit to part with it Gratis, or elſe take 
their Pay in foul Language, or Baſrina- 
does. And 'tis well if thy tcape ſo: 
For many times when the fign's in Ge- 
mini ; their Wives and Daughters go 
to Por , without any regard of Laws 
either Sacred or Prophane. What 
Damn'd 
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Damn'd Blaſphemies and Imprecations 
do they make uſe of, to get Credit with 
a Miſireſs or a Creditor, Upon a Faith- 
leſs Promiſe !

lour :- As of Nature had not brought 
them into the world the Common way, 
or Monlded them of the fame Mrtert- 
als with the Mear ſt Vrircnes vpon 
the Earth. AG 1m for {3:7 a5 have 
Military Charges, and Cornmnandc; How 
many Great Oſticers 2'© there , that 
without any Conſiacreitm of cher 
Own, or Th*ir Frinces Honour, fall 
to ſpoil and Piiize 2 ' Conuing the 
State wich f3!7t Myfters, anv rhe Soul- 
diers of their Fay 5 ::) giving them

How 
j- 4 can this be, (faid I) that theſe people 
of | ſhould be Damnde?

I perceive you are fimple, (quoth the 
Devil) for halt theſe you fee here, are 
condemn'd with the Mercy of God in 
their Mouths. And to Explain my 
ſelf, Conhider I pray'e, how many Sin- 
ners are there, that go on 1n their 
Ways, in ſpight of Reproof, and Good 
Counſel : and ſtill th1s is their Anſwer; 
God is Merciful , and will not damn a 
Soul for ſo ſmall a Matter, ButIct them 
talk of Mercy as they pleaſe 3 ſo long 
as they perſiſt ina Wicked Lite, we are 
hike to have their Company art laſt. By 
your Argument (ſaid I) there's no 
truſting to Divine Mercy. You miſtake 
me (quoth the Devil) for every good 
Thought, and Work , flows from that 
Mercy. \ But This I fay: He that per 
ſeveres in his Wickedneſs, and makes 
uſe of the Name of Mercy, only for a 
Countenance to his Impicties, dors 
but Mock the Almighty , and has no 
Title to that Mercy. For 'tis vain to 
expect Mercy from above, without do- 
ing any thing in oxdertoit. It properly 
belongs to the Righteous, and the Pe- 
nitentz and they that have the non 
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of it upon the Toxgue, have commonly 
the leaſt thought of 1t in their Hearts : 
And 'tis a great Aggravation of Guilt, 
to Sin the more, in Confidence of an 
7 | Abounding Mercy.

I took 
the Boldneſs to aſk him , where. they 
quarter'd the Sodomites, the Old Women 
and the Cuckolds. As for the Cnckolds, 
(ſaid He) they are all over Hell, with- 
out any Certain Quarter, or Station ; 
and in Truth, 'tis no eafte matter to 
know a Cnckold from a Devil, for (like 
kind Huſbands) they wear their Wives 
favours (ti]], and the very ſame Head- 

teces in Hell, that they wore living in 
the world. As to the Sodomites, we 
haveno more to do with them , then 
needs muſt; but upon all Occaſions, we 
either Fly, or Face them: for if ever 
we come to give them a Broad-fide, 
"Tis ten to one but weget a Hit betwixt 
Wind and Water; and yet we fence 
with our Tayls, as well as we can, and 
they get now and then a Flap o're the 
Mouth into the Bargain..

Decrepit : This is not long of ber Age, 
ſhee*l tell you; but a Terrible Fit of ſticks 
neſs laſt year, that fetch't off her Hair, 
and brought her ſo low, that ſhe bas not 
get recover'd her fleſh again, She loſt her 
Eyes by 4 Hot Rheum : and utterly ſpoil'd 
her Teeth with Cracking of Peach-ſtones, 
and Eating of Sweet-meats, when ſhe 
was 4 Maid, And when the Weight of 
her Years has almoſt brought both 
Ends together, 'Tis nothing (hee'l tell 
ye but a Crick ſhe has got in her Back : 
And though ſhe might recover her Touth 
again, by confeſſung her Age, ſhee'l never 
acknowledge it. 

My next encounter was , a.Number 
of People making their mone, that they 
had been taken away by ſudden Death. 
That 's an Impudent Lye (cry'd a De- 
vil) ſaving this Gentleman's preſence) 
for no man ayes juddenly, Death ſur- 
prizes no man, but gives all men ſufficient 
warning, and Notice, | was much taken 
with the Devil's Civility, and Dif- 
courſe; which he purſu'd after this 
manner. Do ye complain (lays He) of

about ye , ever ſince .you were Bory ; 
That have been entertain'd with dail 
SpeFacles of Carkaſſes and Funerals ; 
That have heard ſo many Sermons upon 
the ſubjeF; and read ſo many good 
Books upon the Frailty of Life, and the 
Certainty of Death, Do ye not know that 
every Moment ye live, brings ' ye nearer 
to your "End £ Tour Cloaths wear ont; 
Tour Woods, and your Houſes decay ; 
and yet ye look that your Bodies ſhould bz 
Immortal, What are the Common Acci- 
dents and Diſeaſes of Life, but ſo many 
warnings. to provide your ſelf for a Re- 
wove?. Te Pave Death at the Table, in 
your Daily Food, and Nouriſhment ; for 
your Life is maintain'd by the Death of 
Other Creatures. And you have the 
Lively piGure of it, every Night for your 
Bedfeffow. With what Face ther can: you 
Charge your Misfortunes upon (udden 
Death £ that bave ſpent your whole Life, 
both at Bed, and at Bord, among ſo many) 
Remembrances of your Mortality, No, 
No; change your ſtile, and hereafter 
contets your tclves to have been Care- 
leſs and Incredulous. Ton Dye, thinking

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you are not to Dye yet ; and forgetting that 
Death grows upon you , and goes along 
with ye from one End of your Life to 
r; | the Other, without Dijtinguiſhing of Per- 
on | ſons , or Ages; Sex , or Quality : and 
1d | whether it finds ye Well, or 1ll doing;

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ever make any Gold £ Or if they did, 
We have loſt the Secret. Whereas 
your - Apothecaries, out of a Little Pud- 
dle-water , a Bundle of Rotten ſticks; 
4 Box of Flies Nay out of Toads, Vi- 
pers, and a Sir Reverence it ſelf, will 
fetch ye Gold ready Minted, and fit for 
the Market; which 1s more then all 
your Philoſophical ProjeFers ever pre- 
tended to, There 1s no Herb ſo Poyſc- 
ous, (let it be Hemlock) nor any ſtone 
ſo dry, ({uppoſe the Pumice it ſelf) but 
they'l draw ſever out of it. And then 
for words, 'tis Impoſſible ro make up 
any word out of the four and twenty 
Letcers, but they 1 ſhew ye a Drug, or 
a Plant of the Name; and turn the 
Alphabet into as good Money as any's 
10 your Pocker. Aſk them for an Fye- 
Tooth of a FlyingToad; they'l tell ye, 
yes, ye may have of it, in powder; 
Or it you had rather have the Infuſion 
of 4 Tench of the Mountains, in a little 
Eeles Milk, 'tis all ane to them. If there 
be but any Money ftirriog , you ſhall 
have what you w1ll, though there be 
no ſuch thing in Nature. So that it 


looks as if all the Plants, and ſtones of 
4 the 
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the Creation, had their ſeveral powers 
and Vertues given them, only for the 
Apothecaries ſakes; and as if Words 
: | themſelves had been only made for 
= | their Advantage, Yecall them Apothe- 
| caries 5, but inſtead of That, I pray'e 
r } call them Armorers; and their Shops , 
| | Arſenals; Axe not their medicines as 
- | Certaiz Death, as Swords, Daggers, or 
j- Muſquets* while their Patients are 
e | Purgd and Blouded into the other 
t | World, without any regard either to 
Diſtemper, Meaſure, or Seaſon. 

If you will now ſee the Pleaſanteſt 
bght you have ſeen yet, walk up but 
theſe two ſteps, and you ſhall ſee a Jury 
(or Conſpiracy) of Barber-Surgeons 
ſting upon Life and Death, You muſt 
think that any Divertii2ment there 
was welcom , fo that I went up, and 
found it in Truth a very vleaſant Spe- 
Ctacle, Theſe Barbers were moſt of 
them Chain'd by the Micdlez their 
Hands at Liberty ; and Every one of 
them, a Citterrn about hi, Necks and 
upon his knees a Cheſs-board : arc) ſtill 
as he reach't to have a Touch at the 


Citterz , the Inſtrument Vaniſh'ts and 
{o 
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ſodid the Cheſs-bord, when he thought 
to havea Game at Dranghts; which is 
diretly Tantalizing the poor Rogues, 
for a Cittern is as Natural to a Barber, as 
Milk to a Calf, Some of them were waſh- 
ing ot Aſſes Brains, and putting them in 
again 3 and ſcouring of Negrves to make 
them White, 

When I had laught my Fill at theſe 
fooleries, my next Diſcovery was, of a 
great many people, Grumbling and 
Muttering, that There was no Body 
look'c after them; No not ſo much as 
to torment them; as if Their Tails 
were not as well worth the Toaſting, as 
their Neighbours, Anſwer was made, 
that being a kind of Devils them- 
ſelves, they might put in for ſome ſort 
of Authority 1n the Place, and Exe- 
cute the Office of Tormenters, TI his 
made me ask what they were. And a 
Devil cold me (with R ſpect) that they 
were a Company of Ungracious, Left- 
handed Wretches, that could do No- 
thing aright. And their Grievance was 
that they were Quarter'd by Them- 
ſelves; but not knowing whether they 
were Men or No; or indeed what clie 
0 
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tomake ofthem, we did not know how 
to Match them, or in what Company 
to put them. In the world they are 
Jook't upon as I/ Omens; And let any 
man meet one of them, upon a Jour- 
ney in a Morniog, Faſting ;'*ris the ſame 
thing as 1f a Hare had croſs't the way 
upon him 3 He preſently turns head in 
a Diſcontent, and goes to bed again- 
Ye know that Scevola, when he found 
his Miſtake , in killing Another, for 
Porſenna (the Secretary, for the Prixce ) 
burnt his Right-Hand in Revenge of the 
the Miſcarriage : Now the ſeverity of 
the Vengeance, was not ſo much the 
Maiming or the Cripling of Himſelf, 
but the Condemning of himſelt to be 
for ever Left-handed. And fo 'tis with a 
Malefactor that ſuffers Juſtice; The 
Shame and Puniſhment , does not lye 
lo much in the Loſs of his Right-Hand, 
as that the other is Left, And it was the 
Curſe of an old Bawd, to a Fellow that 
had vex'd her, That He might goto the 
Devil by the ſiroke of a Left-handed 
Man. It the Poets ſpeak Truth, (as 
twere a Wonder 1f they ſhould not) 
The Left is the Vnlucky fide; and there 
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never came any Good fromit. And for 
my laſt argument againſt theſe Crea- 
tures; the Goats, and Reprobates ſtand 
upon the Left-hand : And Left-banded 
men sre, in Effect, a fort of Creature 


that's made to do Miſchief; Nay whe- 
ther I ſhould call them Men, or no, I 
know not. 

Hereupon, a Devil becken'd me to 
come loftly to him; and ſo I did, with- 
out a word ſpeaking or the leaſt Noiſe 
in the World. Now (lays he) if you' 
ſee the Daily Exerciſe of 1U-favour'd 
Women, look through that Lattice-Win- 


dow, And there I ſaw ſuch a Kennel of 


Ugly Bitches, you would have bleſt your 
felt. Some, with their faces fo poun- 
ced, and ſpeckled, as if they had been 
ſearifg'd, and newly paſt the Cupping- 
Glaſs; with a world of little Plaiſters , 
long, round, ſquare ;, and briefly , cut 
out into ſuch Variety , that it would 
have poſed a good Mathematician to 
have found out another Figure; And 
you would have ſworn that they had 
been either at Gats-play, or Cuffs. 
Others, were ſcreping their fares with 
pieces of Glaſs; tearivg up their Eye- 

| brows 
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brows by the Roots , like Mad: And 
ſome that had none to tear, were fetch- 
ing out of their black, Boxes , ſuch as 
they could get, or make. Others were 
powd"ring, and curling their falſe Locks ; 
or faſt'ning their ew Tvory Teeth, in the 
place of their old Ebony Ones. Some 
were Chewing Lemon-pill, or Cinamon , 
tocountenance a foul Breath; And rail- 
ing themſelves upon their Ciopznes, that 


their View might be the fairer, and 


their Fall the Deeper. * Others were 
quarrelling with their Looking-Glaſſes , 
for ſhewing them ſuch Hags-faces : and 
curſing the State of Venice for Enter- 
taining no Better work-ren, Some were 
ſinffing out their Bodies, like Pack:ſad- 
ales, to cover ſecret Deformities » And 
ſome again had ſo many Hoods over 
their faces, to conceal the Ruines, that 
I could hardly diſcern what they were 
And Theſe paſt for Penitents. Others, 
with their Pots of Hogs-Greaſe,/ and Po- 
maium, were ſiecking, and poliſhing their 
faces, and indeed their fore-heads were 
brieht, and ſhining, thcugh there were 
neither Suns, nor Stars In That Firma- 
went, Some there were (in Fine) that 
would 
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would have fetch't a mans Guts up at's 
mouth,to ſce them with their Maſques of 
After-Births3 and with their Aenſtruous 
Slibber Slobbers, dawbing one another 
to take away-the Heats, and Bubos, Na- 
ſty and abominable/ I cry'd. Well 
(quoth the Devil.) you fee now how far 
a Woman's Wit, and Invention will car- 
ry. her. to her own Deſtruction. I could 
not ſpeak one word for Aſtoniſhment at 
ſo horrid a Spectacle ; till I hada little 
recolletted my ſelf : and then (ſaid I) If 
I may dcal freely without Otlence 3 1 
dare Dehie alj the Devils1n Hell, to out- 
do theſe Wamen. But pray'e let's be 
gone, for the ſight of them, makcs my 
very Heart ake, 

Turn about then, (ſaid the Devil) 
and there was a Fe/ow fitting in a Chair, 
all alone ; never a Devil near himz No 
Fire, or Froſt ; No Heat, or Cold; or 
any thing elle, that I could perceive, to 
torment him ; and ytt crying and Roar- 
ing out the moſt hideoully of any thing 
I had yet heard in Hell : Tearing his 
Fleſh, and Beating his Body , like a 
Bedlam ; and his Heart, all the while, 

Bleeding at his Eyes. Good Lord, 
4 4 thought 
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thought I, what ails this Wretch,to yell 
out thus when no Body. Hurts him / 
Sol went up to Him 3 Friend (laid 1) 
what's the meaning of all this Fury , 
and Tranſport? for, fo far asIcan fee, 
there's nothing to trouble you. No, No, 
(fays he with a Horrid Out-cry, and 
with all the Extravagances of a Man in 
Rage, and Deſpair) you do not ſee my 
Tormentors 3 but the all-ſearching Eye 
of the Almighty ſees my Pains, as well 
as my Tranſgreſſions , and with a ſevere, 
and Implacable Juſtice, has condema'd 
me to ſuffer Puniſ)ments anſwerable to 
myCrimes. (Which Words He utter'd . 
with redoubled Clamours) My Exe» 
cutioners are in my Soul, and all- the 
Plagnes of Hell in my Conſcience, My 
Memory ſerves me inſtead of a Cruel 
Devil, The Remembrance of the Good 
Tſhauld have done, and Omitied; And 
of the Il}, I ſhould not have done, and did. 
The Rem mbrance of the wholeſome 
Connſels 1 have rejeFed, and of the Ilf 
example T have grven. And for the Ag- 
gravation of my Miſery, where my Me- 
mory leaves affiicting me , my Under- 


ſtanding begins : ſpewing me the Glo- 


ries, 
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ries, and Beatitudes I have loſt , which 
ethers enjoy , who have gain'd Heaven, 
with leſs Angiety, and Pain than IT have 
endurd, to compaſs my Damnation, 
Now am I perpetually meditating on the 
Comforts, Beauties, Felicities, and Kap- 
tures of Paradiſe, only to enflame , and 
exaſperate my Deſpair in He/: begging 
in Vain , but for one moments Interval 
of Eaſe, without obtaining any; for my 
Will zs alſo as Tnexorable, as either my 
Memory, or »zy Underſtanding. Ard 
Theſe (my Friend of the other World) 
are the Three Faculties of my Soul, which 
Divine Juſtice, for my Sins, has convert- 
ed into three Tormentors, that Torture 
me without Noiſe; Into Three Flames, 
that burn me witheut conſuming. And 
if I chance at any time to have the leaſt 


Remiſſun , or Reſpite; T he Worm of my 


Conſcience enaws my Soul, and finds it, 
fo ar Infatiable Hunger, an Immortal 
Aliment, and Entertainment. At that 
word, turning towards me with a Hel- 
Iiſh Yell; ortal (fays he) learn, and 
be aſſur'd from me, that all thoſe that 
either bury , or miſ-employ their Talents, 
carry a Hell within Themſelves, and are 
Damn d 
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Damn'd even above ground ; and fo He 
return'd to his Uſual Clamors. Upon 
this, I left him, miſerably fad and pen- 
five. Well, thought I, what a weight of 
fn lies upon this Creatures Conſcience / 
Whereupon the Devil obſerving me in 
aMuſe, told me in my Ear, that this 
Fellow had been an Atheiſt, and believ'd 
neither God , nor Devil, Deliver me 
then, ſaid I, from that UnſanGify d Wiſe - 
dom, that ſerves #5 only for our further 
Condemnation.- 

I was gone but a ſtep or two altde, 
and I faw a world of people running 
after Burning Chariots, with a great ma- 
ny Souls 1n them, and the Devils tearing 
them with Pincers: and before them,

Laſſes, ſtark, naked , and driving them 
out of Hell, ( which me thought was

Isit 
poſlible (fſaidI) that yeu ſhould have 
none of them here ? for I do not remem- 
ber that I have ſeen ſo much as one 
of them upon the way; and yet[ 
had occaſion for a Scriverer, and made 
a ſearch for one. I do believe indeed 
(quoth the Devil) that you have not 
tound any of them upon the Road.

So that all their Pain and 
damnation comes from 1 Thovght. This 
or That, or So, or So.

Trades; to ſet up a Ledfure for every 
day of the Week; to give one Third part 
' of myclear gains ty Charitable Uſes; and 
another, 
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another, toward the Repairing of Pauls 3 
and to pay all honeſt Debts, ſo far as 
may ſtand with my Private Convenience, 
Blind and Ridiculous Madneſs ! for 
Duſt and 'Aſhes thus to reaſon and Con- 
dition with the Almighty | for Begears 
to talk of Giving, and obtrude their 
Vain and unprofitable Offerings upon 
the Inexhauſtible Fountain of Riches 
and Bounty !

And beſide ; there's no Merit 
inthe Caſe. At this word ſome of the 
poor Creatures were about to Reply; 
but the Devils had put Barnacles upon 
their Lips, that Hindred them, 

From thencey I went to the Witches 
and Wizards; f{uch as pretend to cure 
Man and Beaſt by Charms, Words, A- 
mulets, Charaders : and Theſe were all 
burning alive. Theſe (ys a Devil ) 
area Company of Coulening Roguesz 
the moſt accurſed Villains in Nature. 
[f they help one man, they Kill another, 
and only remove the Diſeaſe from 2 
worſe to a Better : And yet there's no 
oreat Clamour againſt them neither ; 
for if the Patient recover, hee's well 
enough content , and the Doctor Gets 
both Reputation and Reward for his 
Pains It He dyes, his mouth is ſtop't, 
and torty to one the next Heir does him 
a good turn for the Diſpatch, So that, 
Hit, or Miſs z All is well at laſt. It you 
enter into a Debate with them about 
their Remedies, They'll tell you, they 
karnt the Myſtery of a certain Jew; and 
R 2 There's 
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There's the Originalof the Secret. Now 
to hear theſe @uacks give you the 
Hiſtory of their Cures, 1s beyond all 
the Playes and Farces in the World. You 
ſhall have a fellow tell you of fifteen 
eople that were run clean through the 
Body, and glad for a matter of three 
dayes to carry their Puddings in their 
Hands ; that in four and twenty hours 
he made them as whole as Fiſhes, and 
not ſo much as a Scar for a Remem- 
brance of the Orifice. Aſk him, when 
and where? you'l find it fome Twelve

Look 
ye, Look ye! The old Father is got up 
again; Down with h3z4, Down with him: 

What Glofſzvg, and: Commenting upon the 

old Chymzcat Text, that fays; Bleſſed be 

Heaven, That bas order d the moſt Excel: 

lent thing in Natare out of the Vileſt, It 

ſo, (quoth one) let's try, it we can 

fetch the Philoſophers Stoze out of a 

Common Strumpet, which is of all Cres 

tures undoubtedly the Vileſt. And he 

Word was no ſooner out, bur a matter 

of Three and Twenty Whores weat to 

Pot, but the. Fleſh was ſo Curiediy 

Mawmiih ad Rotten, that they 1008 

| gave 
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' gave over the Thought of that Pro- 
jection. And then they entred upon a 
freſh Conſultation, and concluded, Ne- 
mine Contradicente, that the Mathema- 
ticians, by that rule, were the only fit 
matter ro work upon: as being moſt 
damnably dry, (toſay nothing of their 
Diviſions, among, and again{t them- 
ſelves) ſo that with one Voice, they 
Fall'd for a parcel of Mathematicians, 
to the Fornace, ro begin the Experi- 
ment. But a Devil camein juſt in the 
God-ſpeed, and told them 5 Gentlemen 
Philoſophers, (lays he) if you would 
know the Wretched'ſt, and moſt con- 
temptible thing in the World; lt isan 
Alchymiſt : and we are of Opinion, that 
you'l make as Good Philoſopher's ſtones, 
as the Mathematicians. However, for 
Cariolity's ſake, wee'l try for Once;

One hetold, that it 
was as plain as the Noſe on his Face, 
that he was to go to the Devi], for he 
perceiv'd it by the Mount of Saturn, 
You (ſays he to another) have been 1 
Swindging Whore-maſter in your Days; 
I ſee that by the Mount of Verns here, 
and by her Girdle ; and in ſhort; every 
Man's Deſtiny he read in his Fiſt. Af- 
ter him advanced another, Creeping 
upon all four; with a pair of Compaſſes 
betwixt his Teeth; his Spheres and 
Globes about him; his Jaceb's ſtaff 
before him; and his Eyes upon the 
Stars, as if he were taking a Height, or 
making an Obſervation, When he had 
gazed a while, up he ſtarts of a ſud- 
den, and wrivnging his Hands, Good 
Lord (ſays he ) What aw Unlucky Dog 
was T | If I had come into the World, 
but one half quarter of an hour ſooner, 
T had been ſauv'd, for Juſt then Saturn 
ſhifted, and Mars was lodg'd in the houſe 
of Life. One that follow'd him , bad 
his Tormentors be ſure he was Dead, 


for (lays he) 1 am a little doubtful of

for my Aſcendent, and Venws in the Houſe 
of Life, and no Malevolent Aſpe to croſs 
me.

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Books heleft behind him. ) There was 
Trithemizs too, with his Polygraphy , 
and Stewography : that had Devils now , 
his Bellz-full, though in his Lite time his 
Complaint was, that He could never 
have enough of their Company z Over 
againſt hun was Cardan; but they 
could not fet their horſes together, be- 
cauſe of an old Quarrel ; whether was 
the more Impudent of che T wo. And 
there I ſaw AMſaldws, tearing his Beard, 
in Rage, to find himſelt Pump't dry; 
and that he could not fool on, to the 
End ofthe Chapter. Theophraſi#s was 
there too, bewailing himſelf for the 
Time he had ſpent at the Alchymiſts 
Bellows, There was alſo the Unknown 
Author of Clavicula Solomonis, and 
ihe Hundred Kings of Spirits ; with 
t'c Compoler of the Book , Adverſus 
O14 pericula Mundi, Tayſnerws too, 
with his Book of Phyſtognomy, and Chi- 
r02rancy; and He was doubly puniſht, 
l:r{t for the Fool hewasz and then for 
ioje he had made, Though to give the 
fin his Due, He knew himſelf to be 
a Cheat, and that he that gives a Judg- 
ment upon the Lines of a Face, wx 
ur 
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but a very uncertain aim. There were 
Magicians, Necromancers, Sorcerers, and 
Enchanters innumerable, befide divers 
private Boxes that were kept for Lords 
and Ladies; and other Perſonages of 
great quality, that put their truſt in 
theſe Diſciples of the Devil, and go to 
Stand-Bridge or Billeter-Lane, for refo- 
lution in caics of Death, Love, or Mar- 
rjage, and now and then to recover a 
Gold Watch or a Pearl Neck-lace. 

Not far from theſe, were a company 
of handſom Women, that were tor- 
mented in the quality of Witches 3 
which grievd my gyery heart to fee it : 
but to comfort me, What ? (lays a De- 
vil.) Have you ſo ſoon forgot the rogue- 
ry of theſe Carrions? Have you not 
had tryal enough yet of them? they 

are the very poylon of me: and the on- 
ly dangerous Magicians that COrrupt all 
our lentes, and diiurb the faculties of 
YOUTr out 5 -, Ut CIC arc they that coulen 
your Eyes with falſe appearances, and let 
Up your wills in OP POLIO a to your On- 
derjtandin; 2 and Keaſon, Tis right, ſaid 
I, and now you mind me of it, I do 
very well remember, that I have tound 
them 
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themſo3 but let's go on and ſee the 
reſt. 

I was ſcarce gone three ſteps further, 
but I was got into fo hideous a dark 
place, that it was e'en a mercy we knew 
where we were. There was firſt at the 
entrance, Divine Juſtice, which was 
moſt dreadful to behold ; and a little 
beyond ſtood Vice, with a countenance 
of the higheſt pride and inſolence ima- 
ginable: There was Ingratitude, Ma- 
lice, Ignorance, obſtinate and incorrigi- 
ble Infidelity, brutiſh and head-S$trong Diſ- 
obedience, raſh and imperiows Blaſphemy, 
with Garments dipt 1n Bloud, Eyes [park- 
ling, and a hundred pair of chops, barkine 
at Providence, and vomiting rage and 
poyſor, I went in (I confeſs) with fear 
and trembling, and there I ſaw all the 
Sects of Tdolaters and Hereticks, that 
ever yet appeared upon the ſtage of the 
Univerſe : Andat their feet, ina glori- 
ous array, was Jaſcivious Barbara, ſecond 
Wife to the '"mperor Sigiſmnnd, and the 
Bueen of Harlots : One that agreed with 
Meſſalina in This, that' Virginity was 
_ both a burden, and a folly; and that in 
her whole lf {hz was never either 

. wearied 
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'wearied or ſatisfg'd; but herein ſhe 
went beyond her ; in that ſhe held the 
mortality as well of the Soxl as of the 
Body ; but ſhe was now better inſtru- 
ted, and burnt hike a bundle of 
Matches. 

Paſling forward ſtill, I ſpy'da fellow 
in a corner, all alone, with the flames 
about his ears, gnaſhing his teeth, and 
blaſpheming through fary and deſpair. 
I aſkt him what he was, and he told me 
he was Mahomet. Why then (faidT) 
thou art the damn'dſt Reprobate 1n 
Hell, and haſt brought more Wretches 
kither than half the World beſide : and 
Lucifer has done well to allot thee a 
Quarter here by thy ſelf, for certainly 
thou haſt well deferv'd the firſt place 
in his Dominions. But fince every 
man chuſes to talk of what he loves , 
I prethee good Impoſtor tell me, What's 
; the reaſon that thou haſt forbidden 
Winetoallthy Diſciples ? Oh (lays he) 
I have made them ſo drunk with my 
Alchoranthey need no Tipple. But why 
\ haſt thou forbidden them Swines-fleſb 
too ?( ſaid I,) becauſe (ſays he) I would 
not atfront the Jambor ; for Water up- 


ON 
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on Gammon , would be falſe Heraldry, 
And belide 1 never lov'd my people 
well enough to afford them the plea- 
ſure, either of the Grape or the Spare- 
Rib. Nay, and for fear they ſhould 
chance to grope out the way to Heaven, 
] have eltablthr my power and my o- 
minion by force of Arms; without 
ſubjecting my Lawsto idle diſputes and 
; diſcourſes of Reaſon. Indeed there 1s lit- 
tle of Keaſor in my Precepts, and I wou| 
have as little in their Obedience, \ 
world of Diſciples I have, but 1 think 
they follow me more out of Appetite 
than Kelzgzor, or for the Miracles I work. 
I allow them Lzberty of Conſcience > they 
have as many Women as they pleaſe, 
and do waat they liſt, provided they 
meddle not with the Government. But 
look about ye now, and youl find that 
there are more Knaves than Mahomet. 

I did fo, and found my ſeit prefentiy 
ſurrounded with a Ring of Hereticks , 

and aca Adherents; many of which 
Were ready to tear out the 'Throats of 
their Leaders, One2mong the re{t was 
beſct with a brace of Devils, and either 
of them a pair of Bellows, pulling into 
Eaci 
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each ear Fire inſtead of Azr, which made 
him a lictl- hot-beaded. There was ano- 
ther, that, as I was told, was a kind of a 
Symoniac, and had taken up his ſeat ina 
Peſtilential Chair 3 but it was fodark[ 
could not well diſcern whether it was a 
Pope or a Presbyter. 

By this time I had enough of Hell, 
and began to wiſh my ſclt out again; 
but as I was looking about for a Re- 
treat, I ſtumbled upon a Lovg Gallery 
before I was aware: and there I ſaw 
Lucifer himſelf, with all his Nobility a- 
bout him, wale and fewale. ( For let © 
marry'd men ſay their plealure,there are 
ſhe-Devils too) I ſhould have been ata 
damn'd loſs what to do, or how to be- 
have my ſ-]1f among fo many ſtrange 
faces, if one of the Vſhers had not come 
to me, and told me, that bcing a ftran- 
gerait was his Majelties plealure,I ſhould 
enter and have free liberty of ſeeing 
what was there co be ſeen, We exchan- 
ged a couple or two of Complements, 
and then 1 began to look about me, but 
never did 1 fee a Palace ſo fturmifht, nor 
Indeed comparable to 1t. 

Our Furniture at the beſt 1s but a 
choice 
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choice colleion of dead and dumb Sta- 
tues, or paintings without life, ſenſe, or 
motion : But there, all the pieces were 
' animated. and no traſh in the whole 
Inventory. There was hardly any thing 
to be ſeen, but Emperors and Princes, 
with ſome few ( perhaps ) of their 
choiceſt Nobility and Privados. The 
firſt Barngue was taken up by the 0tto- 
man Family; and after them fate the 
Roman Emperors, in their order; and 
the Roman. Kings down to Tarquin the 
proud ; befide Highneſſes and Graces , 
* Lords Spiritualand Temporal innumcra- 
ble. My Lxngs began now to call for 
a little freſh azr, and I deſired my Guide 
toſhew me the way out again. Yes, yes, 
with all my heart (ſays he) follow me 
then: and ſo he carry d me away by 
a back paſſage into Lucifer s Houſe of Of- 
fice, where there was I know not how 
many Tun of S* Reverence, and Bales of 
flattering Panegyricks , not to be num- 
ber'd; all of them Lzicens d, and En- 
ter d accerding to Order, I could not 
but ſmile at this proviſion of Tail-Tim- 
ber,and my Guide took notice of itz who 


was a good kind of a damn'd Drod, is 
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[ call'd (till to be gone, and at lengt 
he led me to a little hole like the vent 
\ | of a Vault, and I crept through it as 
| nimbly as if the Devil himſelf had gi- 
ven mea lift at the Crupperz when to 
my great wonder, I found my felf in 
the Park again, w herel begun my tory: 
not without, an odd medly of Paſſions, 
partly reflecting upon what others en- 
| durd, andin part, upon my own con- 
; | dition of eaſe and happinets, that had 
* deſery'd, perhaps, the contrary -as well 
as they, This thought put me upon a 
relolution of leading ſuch a courſe of 
life, for the future, that I might not 
. | come to fee! theſe torments in Reality, 
which I had now only ſeen in Viſtor., 

And I muſt here cntreat the Reader 
to follow my example, without making 
any further experiment 3 and likewile

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Here happen'd lately fo terrible 
an Uproar, and Diſorder 1n Hel, 
that (though it be a place of 

perpetual Oztrage, and Corfuſton) the 
oldeſt Devil there never knew the Fel- 
low of itz and the Inhabitants expeCted 
nothing leſs than an abſolute Topſy-Tar- 
vy, and Diſſolution of their Empire, The 
Devils fell upon the Damn'd; and the 
Damn'd fell upon the Devils, without 
knowing one from t'other - and all run- 
ning belter-skelter, to and again, like 
Mad ; for in fine, it was no other thana 
general Revolt, This Hurly-Burly laſted 
a'poad while, before any Mortal could 
imagine the meaning ofit ; but at length 
there came certain Intelligence of a o#- 
ſtrous Talker 5 A Pragmatical, —_— 
UVnarr- 
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': Wndertaker, and an o/d Bawd of a Gou- 


vernante, that had knockt off their 
Shackles, and made all this Havock : 
Which may give the Reader to Under- 
ftand what hind of Cattel Theſe are, that 


could make Hell it ſelf more Dangeroms , 


and Onquiet. 

Lucifer, in the Mean time, went Telp- 
ing up and down, and Bawling , for 
Chains, Hand-Cuffes, Bolts, Manacles, 
Shackles, Fetters, to tie up his Pris'ners 
again; when, in the Middle of his Car- 
riere, He and the Babler, or Talker, [ 
told ye of, met ful-butt ; and after a 
little ſtaring one Another in the Face, 
upon the Encounter, the Babler open'd, 
Prince mine ; (fays he) you have a pack 
of Lazy, Droning Devils in your Domini- 
ons, that look after Nothing , but fit 
with their Arms and Leps acroſs, and 
leave all your affairs at Six and Seven. 
And you have divers abroad too, upon 
Commiſſzon, that have ftaid out their 
Time, and yet give you no Accompt of 
their Employment. The Gonvernante, 
who had been blowing theCoal , and 
Whiſpering Seditzon from one to ano- 
ther, chanc'd to paſs by in the Interim, 

S 2 and 
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and ſtopping ſhort, addreſs'd her ſelfto 
Lucifer : Look to your (elf ; (ſhecry'd ) 
there is a Deſperate plot upon your Dia- 
bolical Crown, and Dignity. There are 
Two Tyrants in't;, Three Paraſites; A 
world of Phyſitians, and whole Legions 
of Lawyers, and Atturneys. One word 
more in your Ear. There 1s among 
them, a »2urgrel Prieſh (a kind of a Lay- 
Elder) that will go near to fit upon your 
Skirts, if you have not a care of 
him. 

At the very name of Prieſt, and Lay- 
Elder, Lucifer look't as Pale as Death ; 
ſtood ſtone-ſtill; as mute as a Fiſh; 
and in his very looks, diſcover'd his 
. Apprehcnfions. After a little pauſe, 
he rous'd himſelf, as out of a Trance ; 
A Prieſt do ye ſay? a Lay-Elder < 
Tyranis* Lawyers * Phyſttians * £4 
Compoſition to poyſon all the Devils 
in Hell, and purge their very Guts 
out. With that, away he went to 
vitit the Avenues, and ſet his Grard:, 
and who ſhould he meet nexr, but the 
 Hedlcr? 1na monſtrous haſte, and hurry. 


Nay then ( ſays he ) here is the Fore- 


runner of 1] Luck, But what's the Mat- 
ter 2 
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ter? The Matter? cry'd the Medley 5 
And then with a huge deal ' of tedious, 
and ſmpertinent Circumſtance , he up, 
and told him, that a great many of the 
Damn'd had Contriv'd an Eſcape; and 
that there was a Dehign to call in foxr 
or five Regiments of Hypocrites, and Uſit- 
rers, under colour, torfooth, of Eſta- 
bliſhing a better Irte/igence betwixt 
Earth and Hell, with a Hundred other 
Fopperiesz and had gone on till this 
time, if Lucifer would have found 
Ears. But he had other Filh to try ; for 
Neck and All was now at Stake; and 
ſo he went abeut his Buſineſs of put- 
tivg all in a poſture, and f{trengthening 
his Guards. And for the turther Secu- 
rity of his Royal Perſon, he enter- 
tain'd into his own Immediate Regiment, 
ſeveral Reformadoes of the Society, that 
he particularly knew to be no Flinch- 
ers. 

He began his Survey in the Vaults, 
and Dungeons, among his Jaylers, and 
Pris ners, The Make-Bate Babler 
March't in the Va», breathing an Ayr

the Gonvernante, as full of News, and 
Tittle-Tattle as ſhe could hold, and tel- 
ling her tale all the way ſhe went. In 
the Breech of her follow'd the Medler, 
learing as he paſt along , firſt on one 
ſide, then on the Other, without ever 
moving his Head, and making fair with 
every Soul Heſaw in's way. He gave 
One, a Bow ;, T other, a Kiſs , Tour moſi 
humble Servant, to a Third; Can IT ſerve 
you Sirto a Fourth : But every Com- 

plement was worle to the poor Crea- 

tures, than the Fire it ſelf. Ah Traytor ! 

lays one; For Pity's ſake, away with 

this new Tormenter ! cryes another, 

This Fellow is Hell upon Hell, ſays a : 
Third. Ashe trudg'd on, there was a 
Rabble of Raſcals got togetherz and 
in the Middle of the Crowd, a molt 
Eminent Knight of the Poſs, (a great 
Maſter of his Trade) that was reaaing 
aLeFure to that Venerable Aſſembly, of 
the Noble Myſtery of Swearing and Ly: 
3ng ; and would have taught any man 
in one Quarter of an hour, to prove 
any thing upon Oath, that he never 
ſaw, 
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aw, nor heard of in his life. This 
Doctor had no ſooner caſt his Eye upon 
the Intermedler, but up he ſtarted in a 
Fright. How now? ſays he; 7s that 
Devil here® I came hither on purpoſe 
to avoid him 3 and if I could but have 
dream't, hee'd have been in Hell, be- 
yond all Diſpute, I'd have gone my ſelf 
to FYaradile. 

As He was ſpeaking, we heard a 
great, and a confuſed Noiſe of Arzes, 


*Þ Blows, and Oxr-Cryes ; and preſently we 


diſcover'd ſeveral Perſons falling one 
upon Another like lightning; and in 
ſhort with ſuch a Fury, that 'tis not 
for any Tongue, or Pen to deſcribe the 
Battle. One of them appear'd to be an 
Emperor, for he was crown'd with 
Lawrel, and ſurrounded with a grave 
ſort of People, that lookt like Coun- 
ſellers or Senators; and had all the Old 
Statutes , aud Records at their Fingers 
End: by which they endeavour'd to 
make it out 3 That a King might be kill d 
in his Perſonal Capacity, and his Politick, 
Capacity never the worſefor't.

But 'tis the pra- 
Ctice of you all, to arraign that Ty- 
ranny in the Prince, which you would 
excrcile your ſclves - in effect, when 
you have gotten Power, and the co- 
lour of Authority in your hands, It is 
* more 
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© more dangerous for a Prince not to 
* comply with you, than for a Vaſlal to 
* rebel againſt his Prince. To what end 
* ſerv'd your perfidious and ungrateful 
* Treaſon? Make anfwer to Ceſar, But 
* for our parts, inthe conſcience of our 
* fin, we feel the ſeverity of our Puniſh- 
* ment, 

At theſe words a hollow-Ey*d , ſuper- 
cilious Senator (that had been of the 
Confpiracy, and was then blazing like a 
Pitcht Barrel) raisd himſelf, and with 
a faint voice, afkt Ceſar what reaſon 
he had to complain 2 © For Prinxce( ſays 
* be) if King Ptolomy murther'd Pom- 
© pey the Great, upon whoſe ſcore he 
* held his Kingdom : why might not 
* the Senate as well kzl/ you, to recover 
* what you had taken from them# 
* And in the caſe berwixt Ceſar and 
* Pompey, let the Devils themſelves be 
Judges. As for Achillas (who was one 
of the murtherers) what he did, 
was by Ptolomy's command,and then he 
was but a Free-booter neither, a fellow 
that got his living by Rapine and 
Spoil: but Cejar was undoubtedly 
© the more infamous of the two, *'Tis 


© true 
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true, you wept at the fight of Pozy- 
pey's head, but ſuch tears as were 
more treacherous than the Steel that 
kill'd him. Ah cruel compaſſion and 
revengeful piety! that made thee a 


dead than living, Oh that ever two 
Hypocrite Eyes ſhould creep into the 
firſt Head of the World ! Tocon- 
clude, rhe death of Ceſar, had been 
the Recovery of our Republick, if the 
multitude had not call'd in others of 
his Race to the Government, which 
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the Empire. 

We had had another ſkirmiſh upon 
theſe words, if Lxcifer had not com- 
manded C#ſy to his Cell again, upon 
painot Death and there to abide ſuch 
correction as belong'd to him, for ſlight- 
ing the warnings he had of his Diſaſter. 
Brutus and Caſſius too were turn'd over 


to the polztick Fools : and the: Senators 


were diſpatch'd away to Afinos and 
Rhadamanthus, and tofit as A(ſiſtants 

in the Devils Bench, 
Afrer this I heard a murmuring nolle, 
as of people tajkivg at a diſtance, and 
by 


more barbarous Enemy to Pompey, 


render'd thy fall the very Hydra of 
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by degrees 1 made It out that they were 
wrangling and diſputing ſtill Jowder 
and lowder, ill at length it was but a 
word and a blow. and the nearer I 
came the greater was the clamour. This 
made me mend my pace 3 but before I 
could 1cach them, they were all toge- 
ther by the Ears in a blondy fray : They 
were perfons of great quality all of 
them, as Emperors, Magiſtrates, Generals 
of Armies, Lucifer , to take up the 
Quarrei, commanded them Peace and 
Silence, and they all obey'd , but it 
vext them to the hearts to be fo taken 
off in the full carriere of their Fary and 
Revenge, The firſt that open'd | his 
mouth, was a fellow ſo martyr d with 
wounds and ſcars, that I took him at 
firſt for an indigent Officer; but it prov'd 
to be Clztus (as he laid himſelf.) And 
one at his Elbow told him,he was a fau- 
cy Companion, for preſuming to ſpeak 
before his time 3 and fo defir'd Audi- 
ence of Lucifer, tor the high and mighty 
Alexander, the 80x of Jupiter, and the 
Emperor and lerror of the World: He 
was going on With his Qzalzties and Ti- 
tes; but an Officer gave the word: 87- 
lence, 
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lence, and bad CGlitus begin 5 which be 
took very kindly, and told his ſtory, 

* If it may pleaſe your Majeſty ( ſays 
* be) T was the firſt Favourite of this 
: Emperor ; > who was then Lord of all 


© the known World; bare the Title of } 


© the King of Kings, and Boalted himſelf 
© for the Sox of Jupiter Hammon; and 
© yet after all this Glory, and Conqueſt, 
* he was himſelf a ſlave to his Paſſions: 
* Hewas Raſh, and Crue), and conſe- 
- quently, Incapable either of Counſz], 
* orFriendſhip. While I liv'd, [ was 
© near him, and ſerv'd him faithfully; 
© but ir ſeems, He did not Entertain me, 
, to much for my Fidelity, as to aug- 
* ment the Number of his Flatterers: 
* But I found my ſelf too honeſt for a 
4 | Baſe Office; and ſtill as he ran into 
© any foul Exceſles, I took a Freedom 
* with all poſſible Modeſty , to ſhew 
* him his Miſtakes. One day, as he was 
talking ſlightly of his Father Php 
_ (that brave Prince, from whom he re- 
 Ceiy'd as well his Honour, as his Be- 
* ing) I told i.'m frankly what [ 
© thought of that Ingratitude, and Va- 


* nity, and defired him to treat his 
© Dead 
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© Dead Father with, more Reverence, 
© aza Prince Worthy of Eternal Ho- 
© nour, and Reſpe&. This Commenda- 
© tion of Philip, ſo enflam'd him, that 
* preſently he took a Partiſan and 


. © ſtruck me Dead in the place with his 


* own Hand. After thisz pray'e where 
© was his Divinity, when he gave Abdo- 
© lominus , (a poor Garden-Weeder) 
* the Kingdome of Sidonia : which 
* was not, as the World would have it, 
© out of any Conſideration of his Vir- 
* tue, but to Mortify , and take down 
* the Pride, and Infolence of the Per- 
* ftans, Meeting him here juſt now in 
* Hel, I] aſkt-him what was become of 
* his Father Jupiter now3 that he lay 
ſolong by't; and whether he were 
not yet convinc'd that all hisFlatterers 
were a Company of Raſcals, who 
with their Incenſe, and Altars, would 
perſwade him that He was of Divine 
Extration , and Heir apparent to the 
Throne and Thunder of Jupiter. This 
now was the Ground of our Quar- 
re]. But Invectives apartz who but a 
Tyrant would have put « Loyal Subje& 
to Death, only for his Afﬀed@zon, and 
* Re- 
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' © Regards to the Memory of his Dead 
© Father? how barbaroufly did he treat 
© his Favourites, Parmenio, Philotas. Ca- 
* liſthenes, Amintas, &c. ſothat good 
© or bad is all a caſe, for 'tis crime e- 


© nough to be the Favourite of 


© a Tyrant : As in the courſe of 
© humane life, every man dzes becauſe 
© he is 20rtal, and the diſeaſe is rather 
© the pretext of his death, than the 
© cauſe of it. You find now (ſays 84: 
#ar) that Tyrazts will ſhew their people 
many a Dog-trick,, when the humour 
takes them. The good, they hate, for 
not being wicked; and the bad, becauſe 
they are no worſe How many Favos- 
rites have you ever ſeen come to a fair 
and tzwely end £ Remember the Emblem 
of the Sponge , and that's the uſe that 
Princes make of their Favonrites : they 
let them ſuck, and fill and then ſqueez? 
them for their own profit. 

At that word there was heard a la- 
mentable cry, and at the ſame timea 
venerable old z2an, as pale as if he had 
no bloud in his veins, came up to Lx- 
cifer, and told him, that his Emblerr of 
the Sponge came very pat. to his Caſes

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| For (lays he) I was a great Favourite, 


and a great horder of Treaſure : a Spa- 
niard by birth, the Tutor avd Confident 
of Nero; and z:y name zs Seneca. In- 
deed his bounties were to exceſs, he gave 
me without asking, and-an taking Twas 
fever covetous but obedient. Tt is ir 
the nature of Princes, ant it befits their 
quality, to be liberal where they take 
a liking, both of Honorr and Fortunes : 
and 'tis hard for a Subjed to refaſe, with- 
out ſome refleFion upon the generoſity or 
diſcretion of his Maſter, For 'tis not 
the merit, or modeſty of the Vaſſal, but 
the glory of the Prince that 1s in queſti- 
on : and heis the beſt ſubje&, that con- 
tributes the moſt to rhe ſplendor and re- 
putation of his Severeien, Ners indeed 
gave me as much as ſuch a Prince could 
beſtow ; and I manag'd his liberalities 
with all the moderation» imaginable - 
yet all too little, to preſerve me from 
the {irokes of envious and malicious 
tongues 3 which would haveit, that my 
philoſophizing upon the contempt of the 
World, was nothing elfe but a meer 7#:- 
poſture, that with leſs danger and zotice 
| might feed and entertain my many 
anc

and with the fewer Competitors. Find* 
ing my credit with my Maſter - declr 
ning, it ſtood me upon to provide ſome 
way or other for my quiet, and to with- 
draw my felf from being the wark of 
a publick envy. So I went directly to 
Nero and with all poſſable refpett and 
humility made him a Preſent back again 
of his owe bownties, Thetruth is, I had 
ſo great: a paſſzor for his ſervice, that 
neither the ſeverity of his Natzre, nor 
the debauchery of his Manners could 
ever deter me from exhorting him to 
nobler courſes, and paying him all the 
duties of a Loyal SubjeF. Eſpecially in 
caſes of crxelty and bloxd, I laid it'per- 
petually home to his conſcience, but: all 
to little purpoſe z for he put his mother 
to death, laid the City of Rome in aſpes, 
and indeed depopulated the Empire of 
honeſt men. And this drew on Piſo: 
Conſpiracy, which was better laid than 
executed : for upon the diſcovery, the 
prime inſtruments loſt their lives 3 and 
by Divine Providence this Prince was 
preferv'd, in order (as one would have 
thought) to his repentance and cw.

of life. But upon the iſſue, -the Conſpr- 
rAcy 
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racy was prevented, and Nero never the 
better. At the ſame time he put Lices 
to death, only for being a better Poet 
thax himſelf. And if he gave me thy

Up itept Plantian then, (Severus his 
Favonrite) he'that was toſs'd out of a 
Garret Window to make the people 
ſport. My conditionin the World (lays 
he) was perfettly like that of a Rocket or 
Fire-work s 1 was carry d up t0 a Pro- 


d1gious 
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digious Height in 2 Moment, and all peo- 


ples Eyes were upon me, as a Star of the 


firſt Magnitude 3 but my Glory was very 
ſhort-liv'd3z and dows I fell into Obſcu- 
rity, 4:4 Aſhes. After him, appear'd a 
number of other Favorites; and all of 
them hearkning to Belliſari#s the Favoy- 
rite of Juſtinian;, who Blind as he was, 
had already knockt twice with his ſtaff, 
and ſhaking his Head, with a weak 
and complaining Voice, defird Andi- 
ence; Which was at length granted him, 
Silence commanded ; And he ſaid, as fol- 
lows. 

* Princes (ſaid he) before they deſtroy 
*the Creatures they have rais'd, and 
*choſen,ſhould do well to Conſider, that 
* Cruelty and Inconſtancy 1s much a great- 
© er Infamy toa Prince, than the Worſt 
* EffeFs of it can betoa Favorite.For my 
own part, I ſery'd an Emperoxr , that 
* was both a Chriſtzaz, and a great Lo- 
* yer, and Promoter of Juſtice. And yet 
© after all the ſervices I had done him, in 
© ſeveral Battels, and Adventures, (inſ0- 
* much that He was eftectually become 
* my Debter, for the very glory of his 
© Empire) My Reward, inthe End, was 

| to 
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© tohave wy Eyes put out, and (with a 
©Dog and a Bell) to be turn'da begging 
* from Door to Door. Thus was That 
© Belizarins treated, whoſe very Name 
© formerly was Worth an Arazy, and he 
© was the Soxl of his Friends, as well as 
© the Terror of his Enemies, But a Prin- 
© ce's Favour, is like Qwick-ftlver, Reſtleſs, 
© and Slippery, never tobe fix'd; never ſe- 
© cured, Force it, and it ſpends it ſelf in 
© Fumes : Sublime it, and tis a Mortal 
© Poyſon, Handle it only, and it works it 
© ſelf into the very Bones; and all that have 
* to do with it, Live and Die, Pale, and 
* Trembling. 

At theſe Words, the whole Band of 
Favorites,ſet up a Hideous, and a Heavy 
Grone, trembling like Aſpen-leaves, and 
at the ſame time, reciting ſeveral paſla- 
ges out of the. Prephet Habbakzk, 
againſt Careleſs, and Wicked Governors. 
By which Threatnings, is given to un- 
derſtand, that the Almighty, when he 
bas a mind to deſtroy a Wicked Ruler , 
does not always puniſh one Potentate by 
Another, and bring his Ends about by a 
Tryal of Arms, or the Event of a Battel: 
but many times makes uſe of things the 

| 1-40 
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moſt AbjeF, and Vile, to Confound the 
Vanity and. Arrogance of the Mighty; 
and makes even Worms, Flies, Caterpil- 
lars, and Lice to ſerve him as the Mini- 
ſters of his Terrible Juſtice: Nay, the 
Stone in the Wall, and the Beam in the 
bouſe, ſhall riſe in Judgment againſt 
them, 
. This Diſcourſe might have gone fur- 
ther, but that the Company preſently 
parted, to know the Meaning of a ſud+ 
den Noiſe, and Clatter they heard, that. 
half deaten'd the Auditory. And what 
was it at laſt? but a Scsffle between the 
Gown-men,and the Brothers of the Blade ; 
And there were Perſons of great Ho- 
nour, and Learning, Toung, and Old, en- 
gag'd in the Fray : The Men of War 
were at it daſhing with their Swords, 
and the Gentlemen of the Long Robe , 
fencing, ſome with Toſtatus, Others 
with huge Pande@&s, that with their old 
Wainſcot Covers, were as good as Buck: 
ters, and would now and then give the 
 Foea Heavy Rebuke, over and above. 
The Combate had certainly been very. 
Bloudy, if one of Lucifer's Conſtables 
had not commanded them in the King's 
- name 
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mane to keep the Peace; which made it 
a Drawn Battel. And with T hat, one 
of the Combatants, with the beſt face he 
had, faid aloud ; If Ye knew (Gentle- 
men) either Us, or our Q9warrel, 
you 4 ſay we had reaſon, and perhaps 
ſide with us. Art that Inſtant, there ap- 
pear'd, Domitian, Commodas, Caracalla, 
Phalaris, Heliogabalus, Alcetes , Andro- 
#icws , Buſiris , and old Oliver, with a 
World of great Perſonages more ; 
which when Lacifer ſaw , he diſpos'd 
himſelfto treat that Majeſtical Appear- 
ance, as much to their ſatisfaction as 
was Poſſible. And then came up a grave 
Ancient man, with a great Train at his 
Heels, that were all Bloxdy, and full of 
the Marks they had receiv'd under the 
Perſecution of theſe Tyrant. 

*You have here before ye, (quoth 
©the Old Man) Solon; and theſe are 
_ "the Sever Sages, Natzve of Greece, but 
*renown'd throughout the Univerſe. 
*He there in the Mortar is that Anaxar- 
*chxs that was pounded to Death 
* by Command of Nzcocreon, He with 
* the Flat Noſe, is Socrates; The little 
* Crump-ſhoulder'd Wretch, was 'the Fa- 

Y * mous 
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*mous Ariſtotle: and T'other there, 
© the Divine Plato, Thoſe in the Corner, 
are all of the ſame Profeſſion too z 
© Grave, and Learned Philoſophers ; that 
* have difpleasd Tyraxts with their 
*writings: and in fine, the World js 
*ſtor'd with their works, and Hel/ with 
*the Authors. To come to the point, 
* (moſt mighty Lucifer ) we are all of 
© us Dealers in Politicks ; Great Writers, 
* and Deep-read-men in the Maxims of 
© State, and Government, We have di- 
*oeſted Policy into a Method, and laid 
* down Certain Rules, by whych Prin- 
*ces may make themſelves Great, and 
©Belovd. We have advisd them, Im- 
© partially to adminiſter Juſtice 3 To re- 
* ward Yirtne, as well Military, as Ci- 
* vil; to Employ able men, Baniſh 
© Flatterers ; To put men of Wiſdom, 
* and Integrity in Places of Traſt, To 
© reward , or Puniſh, without - Paſſzon 5 
*and according to the Merits of the 
Cauſe, as God's Vice-gerents, And 
©This now is our offence. We name no 
* Body; we deſign no body; but 'tis 
* Crime enough to wiſh well to the way, 
Fand to the Lovers of Virtne, With 
© that, 
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© that, turning toward the Tyrarts., Oh 
© moſt Unjuſt Princes z (ſaid he) Thoſe 


* Glorious Kings, and Emperors from . 


© whom we took the Model of our Laws, 
* and Inſirudions, are now ina ſtate of 
Reſt, and Comfort, while you are tor- 
© mented. Numa 1s now a Star in the Fir- 
Fmament, and Targquin a Fire-brand in 
© Hel. And the Memory of Angnſtas and 
*Trajan is (till freſh and fragrant , when 
© the Names of Nero, and Sardanapalus 
are more Pxtrid, and Odioxs than theit 
© Bodies. 

When Dionyſtus the Tyrant heard this; 
(with his Companions about him) Fleſh 
and Bloud could hold no longer; and He 
cry'dout in a Rage, © That Rogny Philoſo- 
© pher has told a Thouſand Lies. Legiſla- 
© tors, with @ Pox? Yes, yes, they are 
*\weet Legiſlators, and Princes have ma- 
*nya fair Obligation to them. No, no, 
*Sirrah, (ſays he to Solon) Youareall of 
*a'Company of Pracks; Yeprate, and 
*fpeculate of things ye don't underſtand; 
*and with your damn'd Moralities 
*ſet the People agog upon Liberty; 
*ery up the Doctrine of Free-bor# 
*Subjeds, arid then our Portion, is per- 


© ſecu- 
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* ſecution in one World, and Infamy in 
other.

tion 3 for he has no more todo, that I 
can ſee, than to keep his Ears open, and 
learn his trade, Forput Caſe it ſhould 
be ſome Pretender toa Good Office, or 4 
fat Biſhoprick, (though the Fathers, and 
Councils are againſt Pretenders in This 
Caſe) I Phanſie to my ſelf, all the Plea» 
ſure , and Divertiſement that may be, 
It is as good as going to School, for theſe 
People teach the Devils their A. B. C. And 
all rhat we have to do, is toſit ſtz//, and 
learn. 

The /iſton that follow'd this, was the 
Demon of Tabacca; which I muſt con- 
fels did not a little ſfurprize me.

acs under an'Exorciſm; They Fuze, 
. and Vaper, but the Devi! ſ#rcks to there 
Pill. Many there are that make » very 
Hol of it, they admire, they adore it, 
tempting and perfecting al) people 
eake it, and rhe bore mention of it, oh 
them into an Extaſse, In the Smoke, It 1$ 
a Probation for Hell, where another day 
they muſt endure Swok; ing; Taken in 
Powder, 2t the Noſe, ic draws upon Tonth 
the Incommodities of old age, 1n the 
perpetuai Arnoyance of Rheum, and 
Drivel. 

The Devil of Subarnation carne next, 
which was a good complexion'd, and a 
well tizber'd Devil: to my great A- 
mazement I muſt acknowledge,tor I had 
never {cen any Devilstill now, but what 
were Extreme Ugly, The Air of. his 
face was ſo familiar to me, that me- 
chought I had ſeen it. ina Thouſand fe- 
veral places 3 | fornetume under a Veil, 
3 _ ſome- 
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ſometime open ; now under one ſhape, 
and then under another.. One while 
he calld him C#3ld's-play ; Another 
while, Kind Entertainment ; Here, Pay- 
ment ; there, Reſtitution; and in a third 
place, Almes: but in fine, I could never 
learn his right Name. TI remember in 
ſome places I have henrd him call'd 1n- 
heritance ; Profit > Good Cheap > Patrt- 
mony, Gratitude, Here he was callF'd 
Dodor;, there, Batchelor. With the 
Lawyers, So/iiciters. anc Atturneys, he 
pait under the Name of Rzght; and the 
Confeſſers call'd tion Chariry. 

He was well accompany'd, and ſtit'd 
himſclt Satan's Larutenant : but there 
was 4 Devil of Coz: ſequence chat oppos d 
him, wight and main: and made This 
Proclamation of himſelf, Be it known,
